A POOR GROCER. 


Audubon'a Lame Attempt to 8uoo«*d 


as * Merchant. 


It Is not generally remembered that 


th« world vride reputation of Audubon 
as a naturaiiet IncldentaUy is duo to 
his failure to eetabllah himself permn 
nently as a Miesouti grocery met chant 
and dealer in the beet brands of Ken- 
tucky -whisky 


In 1810 he and Ferdinand Bozler of 


St Geu^ ieve loaded a keel boat at 
Louisville Ky, with 310 barrels of 
whisky and groceries and started down 
the Ohio and Mississippi to St Gene- 
Tleve to open a groceiy store. The trip 
was mado during the winter, and the 
streams were eo full of Jce that the 
boat was drawn up against the bank 
and winter qumters -\\ere established 
just below Capo Girarcleau When St. 
Genevieve -was reached after the open- 
Ing of navigation the firm of Audu- 
bon & Roeter opened their store and 
did a prosperous business 
But the 


business was done by Rorter, for Au- 
dubon preferred the woods to the coun- 
ter and devoted more of his time to 
sketching and stuffing birds thau he 
did t* marketing the 310 barrels of 
Kentucky bourbon or anv other gro- 
ceries This Ted to a dissolution of the 
partnership 
On April 11 1811 Audu- 


bon 
convinced cC his unfitness for 


business, sold out to Hosier and took 
up the work for which he was better 
fitted than any one who bad lived be- 
fore or •* ho ha» lived since nnd from 
a fourth rate grocer became tho great 
ornithologist 
The grocery business 


n hlch Audubon abandoned grew until 
finally it "extended throughout nil of
